The Merrimack County Delegation held their meeting 
(according to law) for the purpose of organizing for the 
two-year period. 

On roll call the following were present: Allen, Audet, 
Barnard, Bigelow, Bingham, Boomhower, Brewster, Broek, 
Brown of Danbury, Carpenter, Charland, Daniell of Frank- 
lin, Davis of Concord, Gibson, Gilman of Franklin, Gove, 
Guilbeault, Hancock, Hanson, Henry, Hutchinson, Jennings 
of Concord, Keith, Kenevel, London, Lovejoy, Maxham, Mc- 
Kay, Moore, Mulaire, Newell of Concord, Newell of Hopkin- 
ton, Phelps, Plourde, Quinn, Rufo, Sanders, Seamans, Stev- 
ens, Tarrant, Thibeault, Thompson of Northfield, Welch, 
York, Amsden, Phelps, Hunt, Thompson of Wilmot, Peaslee. 

Mr. Henry acted as temporary Chairman, Phelps as tem- 
porary Clerk. 

The following were placed in nomination for Chairman of 
the Delegation: Hanson, Stevens, and Henry. Nominations 
were closed. Hanson, receiving the largest number of votes 
cast, was declared elected. 

Phelps was nominated as Clerk. Nominations closed. It 
was moved that the Chairman cast one ballot for Phelps as 
Clerk of the Delegation. One vote having been cast, he was 
declared elected. 

Maxham was nominated as Vice-Chairman. Nominations 
closed. The Clerk was instructed to cast one ballot for Max- 
ham, and he was declared elected. 

Maxham moved and it was duly seconded: that the Execu- 
tive Committee be not more than seven. The motion was 
amended by Charland: that the Executive Committee be not 
more than nine, no town or city to be represented by more 
than three members. Motion carried. 
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Eleven members were nominated from the floor. Nomina- 
tions were closed and the Delegation proceeded to ballot. 
The following were elected: 

London, Bigelow, Charland, Gilman, Doris Thompson, 
Stevens, Jennings, Gibson and Plourde. 

It was voted: that the Executive Committee elect its own 
Chairman. 

On motion of Rufo, duly seconded; that a bill be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature, for reimbursement, from the State, 
for board and care of Mr. Uphaus at the County Home and 
that a Committee of three be appointed by the Chair to con- 
sult the law regarding the proposed bill. London, Charland 
and Daniell were appointed. 

On roll call there were forty-five members and four dele- 
gates present. 

Meeting adjourned at 1:05 P. M.

At the suggestion of Treasurer Rainie, a substitute motion 
was introduced to comply with one proposal by the bank 
from which the money is borrowed. 

A certified copy of said meeting and vote is recorded in 
the County Delegation files. 

The 1959 delegation appointed a committee of three for 
the purpose of investigating the salary of the County Regis- 
ter of Deeds. This committee made their report which was 
accepted with thanks. On motion of Bigelow, seconded by 
London, the following motion was presented: 

Moved that: the three-man Committee who had investi- 
gated the Register of Deeds and Register of Probate Offices 
regarding fees and costs of operation are hereby discharged 
and thanked for a job well done; and that a three-man Com- 
mittee be named to replace them and bring in proper legis- 
lation to carry out the recommendations of the above men- 
tioned committee. Hanson, Charland, and Bigelow were 
appointed. 

It was moved and seconded that a committee of three be 
appointed to prepare a Bill in Legislature for reimbursement 
of money to the County from the State of New Hampshire 
for expenses while Mr. Uphaus was confined at the County 
Jail. Hanson, Charland and Bigelow were appointed. 

Moved and seconded that we adjourn, subject to the call 
of the Chairman.

Moved by Gibson, seconded by Charland that a commit- 
tee be appointed, by the Chair, to investigate the above in- 
cident and report to the Executive Committee at a later date. 
Motion carried. 

The following were appointed: London, Gilman, Arthur 
Thompson, Plourde and Jennings. 

A general discussion on some items in the budget ensued. 
There were twenty-one persons present.

Moved and seconded that a committee of five (5) be ap- 
pointed to follow up the recommendations made by the for- 
mer Special Committee and that this new committee to 
serve for two years and any and all reports to be made to the 
Executive Committee. Motion carried. 

The following were appointed: London, Mrs. Thompson, 
Charland, Jennings and Plourde.

The Merrimack County Legislative Delegation gathered 
at the Home for the annual inspection of the Farm, County 
Building and Equipment. 

At 12:00 noon a bountiful dinner was served to the Dele- 
gation by the Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. 
Treloar. 

The Annual Meeting was called to order by Chairman 
Hanson at 1:00 P.M. The following members and delegates 
answered to the roll call: Guilbeault, Phelps, Kenevel, Han- 
son, Moore, Hutchinson, York, Gibson, Henry, Audet, Bing- 
ham, Seamans, Lovejoy, Peaslee, Sanders, Barnard, Max- 
ham, Newell, Welch, Jennings, McKay, Stevens, Gilman, 
Charland, Dempsey, Carpenter, Mulaire, Brown, London, 
Thompson, Plourde, Thibeault, Brewster, Tarrant, Bigelow, 
Thompson, W. Phelps, Perry and Hunt. 


Mr. Gibson, for the Special Investigating Committee, 
which was appointed to investigate conditions at the Home, 
reported that the matter in question had not been completed. 
A report will be made to the Executive Committee at a later 
date. 

Gibson, for the Executive Committee, explained the rea- 
son for the transfer of funds, in the budget which showed a 
surplus, to other funds that were deficient if needed in order 
to carry on the business of the County. 

An estimate for a new floor covering for the Superior Court 
Room was reported by Hanson. 

Income from patients might be reduced if a bill now in 
the Legislature becomes Jaw—boarding patients will not be 
admitted to the Home. 

Chairman Hanson suggested that a Capital Reserve Fund 
be established for the purpose of replacing a heating boiler 
for the Institution. A general discussion ensued. 

Discussion of the finances, including income from various 
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sources toward the assistance of county poor including medi- 
cal care, were gone over in detail. 

The Executive Committee was instructed to make a study 
of why the county government does not accept a $5.50 daily 
state welfare allotment for patients in the Nursing Home, 
rather than sticking to the old rate of $4.00. The State Wel- 
fare Department is prepared to pay the higher rate. 

After a general discussion of the budget, Gilman moved 
that the first seven articles be accepted. It was duly sec- 
onded. Motion carried. 

Moved by Gilman, duly seconded, that the next seven 
articles be accepted. Motion carried. 

Moved by Bigelow, duly seconded, that some items in the 
county report be eliminated if possible. Motion carried and 
the Executive Committee be instructed to investigate the 
advisability of doing the same. 

Moved and seconded that the next 18 items be accepted. 
Motion carried. 

Gilman moved, duly seconded, that the last four items be 
accepted. Motion carried. 

Representative London, chairman of the first investigating 
committee, had made his report to the Executive Committee. 

Hanson moved, duly seconded, that the county use up to 
$5,000.00 of any possible surplus from the 1961 operation to 
establish a Capital Reserve Fund against future need to re- 
place the County Farm boiler system. Motion carried. 

Moved by Jennings, duly seconded, that we reconsider the 
vote whereby we accepted the budget. Motion did not carry. 

Moved and seconded that the Executive Committee be 
given a vote of thanks for work done on the budget. 

The delegation gave a rising vote of thanks to Mr. and 
Mrs. Treloar for their hospitality for the noon lunch. 

Moved to adjourn at 3:00 P. M.

Stevens explained in some detail the regulations concern- 
ing commodity distribution. 

Food at the Home and Jail was a topic of inquiry and the 
duties of the Jailor and his work in connection with the jail 
was explained in some detail. 

Internal dissension among inmates was explained by Supt. 
Treloar. 

Moved and seconded that the report of the Superintendent 
and Commissioners be accepted. Motion carried.

On petition of a majority of the County Delegation, a 
special meeting was held on the above date to hear reports 
from the Sheriff, The County Commissioners, the Executive 
Committee and the Special Investigation Committee and 
take any appropriate action relative thereto. 

On roll call the following members and delegates were 
present: Guilbeault, Phelps, Kenevel, Hanson, Moore, Asby, 
Allen (Concord), York, Davis (Concord ), Audet, Hancock, 
Lovejoy, Peaslee, Quinn, Sanders, Maxham, Newell (Con- 
cord), Welch, Rufo, Brown (Danbury), Stevens, Daniell 
(Franklin), Gilman (Franklin), Charland, Dempsey, Car- 
penter, Mulaire, Brown (Loudon), London, Thompson 
(Northfield), Plourde, Thibeault, Brewster, Tarrant, Bige- 
low, Hunt, W. Phelps, A. Thompson. 

Chairman Hanson of the delegation called for the order of 
business. 

Maxham questioned the legality for the call of the meet- 
ing, stating that it was improper for the delegation to dictate 
to the Commissioners as to how the business at the Home 
should be administered. A majority did not agree as to the 
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legality for the call of the special meeting and the Chairman 
called for any reports that might be forthcoming. 

London, chairmanning the Special Investigating Commit- 
tee, made a verbal report, stating that he had made several 
visits to the Home and had talks with some of the personnel. 
Other members of the Special Committee visited the Home 
also. 

The incident, at the Home, which started the investigation 
was the hassle between Supt. Treloar and one Wooster. It 
was stated that Wooster had fits at various times and had to 
be restrained. It was stated that, during the hassle between 
Treloar and Wooster in a room in the basement, Mrs. Young 
went there for bed material and witnessed the incident. 
Afterwards Mrs. Young was suspended for thirty days and 
was informed that it was against some rule of the Home for a 
nurse to go to this room. 

Charland mentioned the boiler room incident between 
Treloar and Wooster during which Wooster was burned 
when coming in contact with a hot poker. 

Plourde on his investigation of certain incidents, as re- 
ported, no one appeared to substantiate the charges made. 

Daniell made a private report of his investigation of con- 
ditions at the Home. Report was filed with the records of the 
County Delegation. 


Brewster made a report, taken by Sheriff Parker on the 
Wooster incident, dated April 5, 1961 at the Sheriff's Office. 


Audet read a letter from a person as to how well some of 
the inmates were used. He refused to file the letter with the 
clerk. 

Mrs. Davis expressed her private inquiry on conditions at 
the Home and was satisfied that, on the whole, everything 
was being administered very well. 

It was suggested and recommended that the Commis- 
sioners instruct the Superintendent to use discretion in his 
conduct of the Home. 

Mr. Treloar explained the milk processing operation. Also 
the reason for paying Wooster thirty dollars on his discharge. 
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Mr. Treloar explained some details which led to the sus- 
pension of Mrs. Young. 

Moved by Daniell, seconded by Brewster, that Mrs. Young 
be allowed to defend her conduct, and refute charges made 
by Mr. Treloar. Motion carried. Mrs. Young spoke in her 
own defense. 

Mrs. Treloar explained her duties regarding her work at 
the Home; supervision of nurses and all help. 

Mr. Jordan, for the Commissioners, commented on the 
good work by the Superintendent and welcomed questions 
which anyone cared to ask. 

Mr. York asked the Commissioners if they investigated 
the Wooster incident. The answer was yes. 


The Horse and Trailer incident was duly explained. 


Nurses at the Home reported, on the whole, were satisfied 
as to how they were used. 


At a Special Meeting of the Merrimack County Delegation 
the following motion was made by Rufo and duly seconded: 


I move that the County Attorney in conjunction with the 
present Investigation Committee make a full investigation of 
the County Home, County Jail, and House of Correction, 
past and present. 


To solicit the aid of the Attorney General’s Office, if 
needed, and to report back to the delegation by September 
19, 1961 and a written report given to each member of the 
delegation of their findings and recommendations. Motion 
carried. 


On motion of Daniell, the County Attorney and the Spe- 
cial Investigation Committee be authorized to use, not to 
exceed, $500.00 for the investigation of conditions at the 
Home, Jail and House of Correction. Motion carried. 

Moved by Rufo, duly seconded, that a rising vote of 
thanks be given the Investigation Committee for the work 
done. Motion carried. 

Due to illness in the family, Gibson was unable to be 
present. 
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Moved by Charland, duly seconded, that we adjourn. Mo- 
tion carried.

Plourde explained the extra work by the County Attorney, 
due to the investigation. 
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Moved by Plourde duly seconded that $200.00 be appro- 
priated for the extra work done by the County Attorney dur- 
ing the investigation. Motion carried. And the amount to be 
added to the expense of the Committee. Motion carried. 

Gibson resigned from the Executive Committee. The fol- 
lowing names were proposed to fill the vacancy: Brewster, 
Newell, Sanders and Welch. 

On the ballot vote, Newell received twenty-one votes and 
he was declared elected, having received a majority of the 
votes cast. 

Moved by London, duly seconded, that the resignation of 
Gibson be accepted from the Executive Committee with a 
vote of thanks for services rendered. Motion carried. 

Daniell spoke briefly on the Parsons Case. , 

The Commissioners have not, as yet, made their report on 
what disposition is pending regarding Parsons. Mr. Jordan, 
for the Commissioners stated that the report would be forth- 
coming in a few days. 

Mr. Jordan explained why only one Commissioner was 
present at the Public Hearing on the Parsons Case.

Relative to Conditions at the County Home, 
County Jail and House of Correction 


FINDINGS 


1. That the Superintendent of the County Farm, 
Mr. Treloar, has over-extended his authority to a point 
where some might consider him dictatorial. Rep. Thomp- 
son abstaining. 


2. That Mr. Treloar has not always used proper judg- 
ment in handling incidents at the County Farm. 


3. That some of the inmates and employees of the 
County Farm have been unnecessarily handled. 


4. That there has not been a constant reign of terror 
at the County Farm. Rep. Charland dissenting. 


5. That young boys at the County Farm have not 
been abused. Reps. Charland and Plourde dissenting. 


6. That there is no evidence that patients including 
Caroline Gray have been abused. 


7. That there is no evidence that drugs and nar- 
cotics have been improperly handled and administered 
by unauthorized persons at the County Farm. Rep. 
Charland dissenting. 


8. That there has been no illegal or improper cen- 
sorship of the mail at the County Farm. Rep. Charland 
dissenting. 


9. That the Superintendent has used abusive lan- 
guage on prisoners and employees. 


10. That employees at the County Farm who sought 
to eliminate injustices and abuses have been discharged 
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and persecuted. Reps. Thompson and London dissent- 
ing. 


11. That there have been no trumped-up criminal 
charges used as a means of holding onto employees at 
the County Farm. | 


12. That 1,000 boxes of apples were not frozen on 
the ground in the fall of 1960 at the County Farm. Rep. 
Charland dissenting. 


13. That there has been no sale of cider without an 
accounting at the County Farm. Rep. Charland ab- 
staining. 


14. That there has been no abuse of maintenance 
privileges by Superintendent Treloar or the other 
Officials at the County Farm. Reps. Plourde and Char- 
land dissenting. 


15. That the Superintendent properly took the 
County Farm Station Wagon to Canada with him pur- 
suant to the authority of the Commissioners. Rep. 
Charland dissenting. 


16. That Dr. Willard Uphaus was granted special 
privileges during his confinement at the County Jail. 


17. That the evidence showed many improvements 
in the infirmary and in nursing care since Mr. and Mrs. 
Treloar assumed responsibility at the County Farm; the 
Committee has no criticism of the care of the patients 
in the nursing home. 


18. That all the Merrimack County Commissioners 
were requested in writing by the Chairman of this Com- 
mittee to attend the Committee hearing at the Merri- 
mack County Courthouse on August 16th; that, never- 
theless, Commissioners Colby and Jordan failed to 
attend the hearing without explanation. 


19. That the Commissioners are lax in their duties 


in overseeing the work of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm. 
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20. That we find the conditions at the County Home 
clean and free from vermin at the present time. 


Recommendations 


1. That Commissioners Colby and Jordan be repri- 
manded for failure to attend the hearing by the Com- 
mittee held at the Merrimack County Court house on 
August 16, 1961 relative to conditions at the Merrimack 
County Farm. 


2. That Mr. Treloar be more prudent and under- 
standing as Superintendent in handling individuals at 
the County Farm. 


3. That the Commissioners be more alert to con- 
ditions in the process of operating the County Farm. 


4. That motor vehicles purchased for the County 
Farm be used for County Farm purposes only. 


5. That if the County Farm accepts juveniles, they 
should not be roomed with adults.

As appears from the above figures, the pending case load 
was reduced substantially during the past year in spite of 
the increase in the number of cases handled over the year 
1960. In achieving this result we have been greatly assisted 
by the Sheriff's Department and by the office of the Clerk 
of Superior Court. 

Serious juvenile offenses and a continued high rate of 
deaths from reckless driving have been of particular concern 
to this office during recent months. Lack of parental respon- 
sibility is indicated as a foremost contributing factor to the 
juvenile problem. Driving while intoxicated explains more 
highway deaths than any other cause. 

I have made a particular effort to have the husband or 
father shoulder his responsibility for family support in those 
cases where the county and state have been called upon to 
support destitute wives and children. In many cases, this has 
been accomplished through reciprocal non-support proce- 
dures in conjunction with County Attorneys in other states. 
In cases where all parties concerned are living in New 
Hampshire, I have vigorously enforced the non-support 
statute with good results in some cases. 

In July the Merrimack County Delegation ordered me to 
assist a legislative investigating committee in making full in- 
vestigation of conditions at the Merrimack County Home, 
County Jail and House of Correction. With the committee, 
I conducted a full day’s hearing at Merrimack County Su- 
perior Court, taking testimony from twenty-seven witnesses. 
I then assisted the committee in preparing its report of find- 
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ings and recommendations which was unanimously adopted 
by the County Delegation in September, thus ending the in- 
vestigation. ; 

There is still pending before the Merrimack County Su- 
perior Court an action by the County of Merrimack versus 
the Town of Derry. This matter is currently in the process of 
being transferred to the Supreme Court.

Gentlemen: 


We hereby submit our annual report of activities here at 
the Merrimack County Nursing Home, Farm, House of Cor- 
rection and Jail for 1961. 

During 1961, a section of the second floor was converted 
into an Infirmary. This was brought about because of an in- 
crease of maximum care bed patients. Four years ago we 
had approximately 44 bed patients; this has increased to 
103 bed patients and 78 ambulatory patients; which brought 
about an increase in our Professional and Non-Professional 
Staff. | 

Also, during this four year period, the 40-hour week and 
six paid holidays, plus sick leave benefits, were given the 
employees; there was an increase of $62,096.72 in wages 
paid in 1961 over 1958. Yet, the operating cost of the Institu- 
tion to the Merrimack County Tax Payers during the last 
four years stayed within a $15,000.00 bracket, with a high 
of $130,069.03 in 1958 and in 1961 the cost to the Tax Pay- 
ers was $128,800.06; with a four year average of $124,614.29. 

I feel, as Administrator of a County Institution, that two 
basic requirements must be met: 

First, those people entrusted to his care must have the 
best environment that available facilities allow. 

Secondly, the cost of maintaining an Institution of this 
kind must be borne largely by the Tax Paying Citizens of 
Merrimack County. It is their dollars that go to care for those 
older people that are our patients. As Administrator, I have 
felt these two groups, Patients and Tax Payers, and their 
respective best interest is sound ground on which to build 
Institutional Management Practices. 

During 1961 a Generator was installed—this was a Surplus 
Commodities Item. We can now generate all the power that 
the Nursing Home requires in case of an emergency. This 
unit has proven its worth several times already. 

The usual painting and repairing is being continually car- 
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ried on. The County Jail has been completely painted. A 
Milk Dispenser has been installed at the House of Correc- 
tion and Jail. 

We are pleased to mention that our dairy herd now has an 
average of 12,906 pounds of milk and 513 pounds of butter 
fat. Our Beef Program is progressing well—during the year 
we supplied from the farm 9,379 pounds of dressed beef 
for our own use. 

Our crops all produced well and we also have an abun- 
dance of Silage and Hay. 

Our Occupational Therapy Program, with the help of the 
Merrimack County Nursing Home Auxiliary, has created a 
great deal of interest amongst the patients. We again wish to 
extend our sincere thanks to the many organizations, 
Churches, Salvation Army, Business & Professional Women’s 
Clubs, Kiwanis Club, the Merrimack County Nursing Home 
Auxiliary, The 4-H Club, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Individuals 
and all, for programs presented and for the many donations 
of clothing and other items that have brought many pleas- 
ant hours to the residents. 

We extend our thanks to the Clergy for their full coopera- 
tion in giving their time for the Spiritual help and Guidance 
for everyone. 

We would like to extend an invitation to everyone in 
Merrimack County to visit your County Nursing Home, 
Farm, House of Correction and Jail; to see first hand how 
your County Institution carries out its operations. | am sure 
you will find our personnel most cooperative. 

We would like to express our appreciation to the County 
Commissioners for their able advice and cooperation and 
for the splendid cooperation of our Staff. Also, to State, 
City, Town and County Officials. To Dr. J. K. McLeod, 
County Physician, Dr. Paul Shaw, University of New Hamp- 
shire, Farm Officials and to all who have contributed to the 
success of the Institution during the past year.

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MERRIMACK COUNTY NURSING HOME AUXILIARY 


A Review of the First Three Years 


The Merrimack County Nursing Home Auxiliary was for- 
mally organized and chartered on July 29, 1959, by the 
Board of County Commissioners — its membership to be 
drawn from “A Group of Interested Persons of the Entire 
County” who are “particularly concerned for the well-being 
of the residents of the Home.” The original Members of that 
first group were five women chosen by Mrs. Geneva Hig- 
gins, Secretary of Volunteers for the New Hampshire Social 
Welfare Council, at the request of Mrs. Treloar, Assistant 
Administrator of the Home, for volunteer workers to help 
the Occupational Therapy Program, which had just been 
sponsored by the Spaulding Youth Fund. These first mem- 
bers were: Mrs. Roscoe Rinehart and Miss Lillian Angwin 
from Concord, Mrs. Russell Mattice and Mrs. Verne Santas 
from Penacook and Mrs. Albert Tepper from East Concord. 
The charter was so wisely and thoughtfully drawn at that 
first oficial meeting that today, after three years of growth 
and expansion, the present active membership of 24 women 
and | man is able to conduct its business and draw strength 
from its wording. “THE PURPOSE” of the Auxiliary “Shall 
be Threefold” says the first Clause: 


1. “To increase understanding and concern for the prob- 
lems and work of the Merrimack County Nursing 
Home.” 

. "To interpret the work of the Home to the general 
public.” 

3. “To render services, directly and indirectly, to the 

residents and Staff as determined by the Home Ad- 
ministrators.”

After outlining the duties of the Officers and Executive 
Board, etc., it states the responsibilities of the various stand- 
ing committees, Projects, Publicity and Recreation. And, 
although just to read the Charter gives a fairly accurate gen- 
eral picture of the work of the Auxiliary, still, one also needs to 
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visit the Home on a Wednesday morning and go into the 
Recreation Hall and there observe the gay and _ busy 
scene, the tables piled with handcraft materials; beads, 
shells, sequins, pine cones, rags, wools, paints, thread and 
needles, buttons and paper—to walk around and watch some 
of the products developing from these raw materials at the 
hands of the residents and the Auxiliary Members, working 
together under the direction of Mrs. Bryne; Stuffed Dolls and 
Animals, Jewelry, Dry Flower Arrangements, Hooked Rugs, 
Wool Chair Seats, Leather Articles, etc. You will hear lots 
of talk, laughter, music and singing—sometimes dancing. 
Best to come on the second Wednesday of the month when 
the birthdays of all residents born in that month are cele- 
brated. The oldest man and woman are crowned King and 
Queen—there are cakes and candles; favors and games 
played, also photographs taken with much congratulating 
and singing of “Happy Birthday to You.” 

At least once a year, there is held a “Fashion Show” when 
the big room takes on the aspect of a huge “Bargain Base- 
ment Sale” with its racks of clothing for men and women; 
also, tables of shoes, hats and jewelry, all donated by friends 
of the Home. The residents may choose without cost from the 
articles displayed, while the Auxiliary volunteers act as 
Salesladies and Fitters. 

Then, there are seasonal parties: Washington's Birthday, 
St. Patrick’s Day, Fourth of July, Halloween, and Christmas 
—not to mention the Evening Programs of Movies, Lectures, 
Concerts, Dances, etc., provided by the many Clubs and 
friends of the Home throughout the County and State. 

Important too, is the “Friendly Visiting” in the Hospital 
and Rooms of Patients not able to come to the meetings. All 
Auxiliary Volunteers must take the excellently presented and 
inspiring Orientation Course for Friendly Visitors, given 
once a month at the New Hampshire State Hospital. There, 
the person wishing to render services understandingly and 
helpfully to the aging, the sick or the troubled, learns the 
“do’s and don'ts” of successful visiting. Learns “to be friend- 
ly but not sentimental,” “to be a good listener, but avoid 
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giving advice.” “To be kind and calm and honest,” and “al- 
ways to refer problems or requests to the Nurse on duty,” 
never to “discuss the Patient or his troubles with outsiders” 
and, to be punctual and regular in her visits. 

Something should be said about the funds of the Auxiliary. 
In 1959, the County gave $100.00 to the Treasury for Craft 
Materials and general expenses. Contributing Members pay 
dues of $1.00 a year; acting members 50 cents. Many of the 
articles made by patients and members are sold—part of the 
proceeds go to the resident for his work and part goes back 
into the Auxiliary Treasury. Contributions are often made 
by generous friends. The purpose of the funds is purchase 
materials and gifts for the comfort or enjoyment of the resi- 
dents of the Home. | 

The Merrimack County Nursing Home Auxiliary is very 
proud of its citation given in January 1961 by the New 
Hampshire Social Welfare Council, for “Meritorious Service 
and in Recognition of unselfish interest in and dedication 
to the residents.” But, it is also gratefully aware of the cheer- 
ful, helpful and friendly attitude of Mr. and Mrs. Treloar, 
Mrs. Bryne, the Nurses and Staff of the Home, without whose 
approval and cooperation, it could not function. The associa- 
tion with our good friends, the residents, their warm friend- 
ship and trust in us, is abundant reward for the pleasant 
busy hours spent at the Home.

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PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN’S REPORT

Gentlemen: 


During 1961 I have conducted general Protestant services 
on two Sundays of each month and the Sacrament of Holy 
Communion has been offered bi-monthly during the year. 
High Holy Days have been appropriately observed and the 
attendance at these Services has been excellent. 

Members of the Home have continued to increase their 
participation in—and responsibility for—the Services; this is 
a very healthy situation and a source of genuine pride to 
the congregation and to this Chaplain. Frequent visits have 
been made to all members of the Home—particularly to 
those who are bed-fast and who are thus unable to attend 
Sunday Services. Members of the Home, when they became 
patients in the Concord Hospital, have been visited by this 
Chaplain. During the past year one member of the Home 
was returned to normal community life and enrolled in 
school. This Chaplain has followed the course of this for- 
mer patient with great interest; has visited the patient's 
home in a nearby city and has been deeply gratified by this 
patient's remarkable success, after her more than 10 years 
residence in hospitals. 

During the Lenten Season in 1961, this Chaplain spent a 
session at the Home during which Members made Palm 
Crosses—not only for their own Palm Sunday Service, but 
also for the Services of two nearby churches. Increased 
visitation of the Home by members of the nearby community 
has been promoted and a greater number of Services by 
visiting Clergymen have been held. 

Work at the Home is most gratifying and it is well received 
and appreciated. It could not be successful without the good 
cooperation of the Staff and employees for which I, here, 
express my hearty thanks.

Compartive statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1960, are presented in Exhibits C and 
D. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit D), a 
revenue surplus of $20,987.59, plus a net unexpended bal- 
ance of appropriations of $6,683.47, resulted in a net budget 
surplus of $27, 671. 06. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Ex- 
hibit E ) 

A summary statement of the receipts and expenditures of 

the County, made up in accordance with the uniform classi- 
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fication of accounts, for the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1960, is presented in Exhibit E. 


Accounts of Commissioners and Treasurer 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the fiscal year were examined and 
compared with corresponding entries in the Treasurer's rec- 
ords. Supporting invoices and payrolls were also examined 
and the classification of expenditures noted. Proof of the 
Treasurers balance as of December 31, 1960, is shown in 
Exhibit G. 


Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Merrimack County were examined. Court 
receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, and 
found to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by the 
Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls 
bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 


County Farm 


Receipts of the Farm from the sale of dairy products, 
livestock, produce and from boarders were checked by 
source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of 
the Farm, as recorded in the cash book, were properly ac- 
counted for by the Superintendent through deposits in the 
bank to the credit of the County Treasurer's account. 

A summary statement of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Home and Hospital for the year 1960 is presented 
in Exhibit F. 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the 
Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its find- 
ings and recommendations (letter of transmittal ) should be 
published in the next annual report of the County.
